The Government is not committ- 
ing itself to any target figure; im- 
migration will continue to be regu- 
lated by worker needs in each field 
“having always in mind the absorp- 
tive capacity of the country and the 
fundamental character of the Can- 
adian people.”

LOWER IN 1951 


Fire losses for 1951 are expected 
to be 25 per cent less than 1950's 
losses, according to Provincial Fire 
Commissioner A.E. Bridges, 

During 1951, fire losses totalled 
approximately $4,000,000, Kilied in 
tires Were 28 persons— nine less 
than the total who died in fires 
in 1950. 

However, more fires of incendiary 
origin are suspected to have occurr- 
ed in 1951 than in the previous year, 
Forty of 118 fires investigated by 
police and fire officials were be- 
lieved to have been deliberate, Suf- 
licient’ evidence was obtained in 
three cases to obtain arson convic- 
tions, 

Mr. Bridges partly credited the 
modernization of fire fighting eq- 
uipment in Alberta’s cities, towns 
and villages for the reduced fire 
loss. Inspections aimed at eliminat- 
ing fire hazards were carried out 
by provincial government and local 
fire department inspectors and, 
these, too, help to lower fire losses.

REPORT AT ONCE 

Any owner of cattle who may sus: 
pect foot and mouth disease in his 
herd should report to the authori- 
ties immediately, The report may 
be made to the nearest Health of 
Animals Division Inspector, local 
veterinarian, Veterinarian Services 
Branch of the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, Edmonton, or to the 
nearest district agriculturist, Under 
no circumstances should an owner 
call his neighbors over to see a 
suspected case, Warns Dr, Ballan- 
tyne, director of Veterinary Services, 
Nor should he bring in his car a 
head, tongue or other part of the 
Suspected animal to the Provincial 
Veterinary Laboratory 

All inspection must be made on 
the owner's farm. No part of a sus. 
pected animal must be removed 
from the farm except under special 
authority. It must be remembered 
that foot and mouth disease will 
infect all animals in a herd and 
not just one or two, says Dr. Bal- 
lantyne, Due to rigid controls, no 
meat from infected animals eve:

Anemia in pigs results from a de- 
ficiency in iron, and is particularly 
prevalent in pigs farrowed in the 
late fall, winter and early spring. 
Dr. G.S. Wilton, veterinary patholo 
gist, Alberta department of egricul 
ture, Says anemia can be prevented» 
by administering reduced iron by 
mouth on the third, tenth and sev 
enteenth day of life. The dose is 
half as much as will loosely cover 
a dime. A few drops of concentrated 
cod liver oil at the same time is 
beneficial, and makes the iron eas 
jer to administer 

Another method is to provide pigs 
with fresh sods twice a week, The 
sods may be sprinkled with a solu 
tion consisting of one ounce of iron 
sulphate dissolved in a quart of wa

Our most urgent need is to cut our costs by more 
production per person per day and by better methods, 
and to reduce our prices accordingly.

ALBERTA’ CATTLE POPULATION 


The total number of cattle and | 
calves in Alberta at December 1, 
1951 was estimated at 1,346,000 as 
compared to 1,289,000 head on the 
same date in 1950. The estimates | 
were released by the Agriculture | 
Division of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

An analysis of district estimates 
by R.E. English, Statistician, Alber- 
ta. Department of Agriculture, 
shows that although cattle popula- 
tions made gains in all areas of 
the province the greatest gains, 
were made in the Medicine Hat, 
Brooks, and Calgary districts and 
in the area from Edmonton east. 

The trend toward expansion in 
beef production is continuing while 
interest in dairying is declining, 
said Mr. English. The following 
figures show the change in the 
number of each class of cattle enu- 
merated in the survey: bulls up 
1,900; cows kept mainly for milk, 
down 4,000; heifers being raised 
for milk, down 6500; cows kept 
mainly for beef, up 15,700; heifers 
being raised for beef, up 10,200; 
steers one year and up, up 3,900; 
calves under one year, up 35,800,

DON’T BURN STUBBLE 

Farmers who burn their stubble 
waste nitrogen to the value of $283 
for 100 acres. The practice also 
leaves the land susceptible to ero- , 
sion, 

G.R. Sterling of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, says that 
an average crop. produces 1,500 
pounds of straw to the acre, and 
this straw contains 9.15 pounds of 
nitrogen, Another 15 pounds of nit. 
rogen can be produced if the straw 
is left on the field for bacteria to 
to work on, At 11% cents a pound, 
24.15 pounds of nitrogen is worth 
$2.83 — $283 for 100 acres, 

Straw also provides a trash cover 
which prevents soil from drifting 
and water erosion, It shelters the 
soil from the pounding effect of 
rain, and prevents puddling and 
sealing of the soll’s surface.

GAS SUPPLY FOR FARMER

Carl O. Nickle, M.P., has written | 
three articles on the Pincher Creek | 
gas field and one in particular deals 
with a gas supply for the farmer. 

Says Mr. Nickle: 

“The propane production of Pin 
cher Creek would be adequate to 
supply for twenty years some 65,500 | 
Alberta farms with low-cost con 
venient fuel for cooking, heating 
refrigeration and tractor operation. | 


This is based upon the average | 
United States farm consumption 
rate of 335 gallons annually for 


farms actually using propane. Pro 
pane could also be used for chemi 
cal manufacture, 

Propane, in fact, is the answer to 
those Alberta farmers and residents 
of small communities who oppose 
export of Alberta dry gas on the 
grounds that all Albertans should 
first be served with gas or its equi 
valent in cost and convenience. 

Because of the high capital cost 
of pipelines it is not economicalls 
feasible to distribute gas except In 
closely settled communities, Gas 
cannot be delivered to farm homes 
and small communities, except at 
cost far higher than competitive 
fuels. unless gaswells are imme 
diately adjacent, or a gas pipeline 
serving larger communities 
by very close at hand 

“Let us assume that a farm home 
is just one mile trom a gaswell o: 
pipeline. For cooking and heating 
that home would not need more 
than 300,000 cubic feet (300 MCF 
of gas per year. A one-mile small 
diameter pipeline would cost about 
$7,000, at present lowest estimate 
for pipe, pressure regulators, fittings 
and protective coating, and laying 
of the line. Buying the right-of 
way from land-owners along the | 
route could add a great deal to the | 
actual cost of construction, 

If a gas company paid the cost | 
of the line, and charged $1.50 per | 
MCF ‘several times the domesti 
gas rate in larger Alberta communi. 
ties now supplied with gas), it 
would get a total revenue of $450 
yearly. This is barely 6 interest | 
on the lowest investment cost. and

Under the coyote control policy 
any municipality or improvement | 
district in the Province can apply | 
to use cyanide guns. The Dept. of 
Agriculture supplies at no cost to! 
the district. the guns, the cyanide 
cartridges, scents, bait) warning 
signs and other material, and pro 
vides instructors to train local pest 
control officers in the use of the 
evanide guns. A district if it so de. | 
sires, may charge its ratepayers up 
to $1.00 per gun a year rent, using | 
funds to promote and carry 
on a coyote control program, 

To date 33 areas have begun coy 
ote control programs, and over 3300 
guns have been distributed, How 
ever, there are still 6000 guns avail! 
able to other municipalities whic! 
may apply. 

More than 250 coyotes have been 
killed during October, November 
and December by the coyvote-getters 
and the new weapon appears to be 
successful, although the program is 
not vet conducted on a Province 
wide basis. 93 coyotes have been 
killed in the Munieipality of La 
combe alone. 

Peter Chubb, area control office: 
for the Municipal Distriet of Ponoka 
and one of the more successful coy 
ote killers, has killed 33 since June 
With only 10 coyote getters. Mi 
Chubb, who has seen two coyote. |
